When the Kids Wore Roy

"Kids say the darndest 
things" was a phrase that 
gained popularity in the 1960's 
But what about AntiocVs kids of 
a quarter "of a century ago? .

News; 

A new curfew ordinance 
made an interesting start to the 
year, requiring that all children 
under 16 years of age be off the 
streets between 10 p.m.. and 6 
a.m. unless accompanied by a 
parent or by someone oyer 21 
designated by the parent or 
guardian to accompany them. 

The law placed responsibility 
not only on the child but on the 
parent with a penalty for willful 
violation ranging from $5 to 
$200. ^ 

THE MONTH of February 
was. very special to the Boy 
Scouts of America with the 
celebration of the 40th anniver- 
sary of their founding. The* 
organization was incorporated 
Feb. 8, 1910, in Washington, 
D.C. Membership that year was 
approximately 50,000; in 1950 it. 
was in excess of 2.3 million. The ' 
week was observed through 
Parents* Night, Courts of Hon- 
or, indoor and outdoor camp 
fires, and Cub Scout circuses.
